O F course 
Bridgend 
should intro¬ 
duce fortnightly 
collections of ‘rub¬ 
bish’ and weekly 
pick-ups of ‘recy¬ 
clable’ materials. 

In Wales, the target is 
to recycle or compost 70 
per cent of household 
waste by 2025. 

If we fail to reach this 
figure, ratepayers will be 
penalised, as their coun¬ 
cils will be fined. Thus, 
all of us need to be 
thoughtful about our pur¬ 
chasing. 

Our ‘out of sight, out 
of mind’ attitude to 
waste has to change. 
Because of that looming 
deadline, throwing any¬ 
thing away today is a 
political act. 


Disposable nappies a 
problem? Then buy 
washables. Our waste 
tips cannot cope with the 
200 million nappies 
thrown away annually in 
Wales! 

Rotting food? Why 
waste money in the first 
place? And why not 
learn to cook? So many 
television programmes 
extol the fun and neces¬ 
sity of home cooking, 
but in Wales we throw 
away one third of a mil¬ 
lion tonnes of food each 
year. 

Recycling in Bridgend 
has come on in leaps and 
bounds in the last few 
years and the council 
should be congratulated 
for this, but there’s a 
huge amount more to do.

'Cyclists do feel 
intimidated’ 


I WISH to 
respond to P J 
Alexander’s fol¬ 
low-up letter on the 
issue of cycling and 
walking on the 
rural roads. 

Firstly, let me agree 
on one point, that the 
safety of all road users is 
paramount. However, 
from my point of view, 
the use of high visibility 
clothing and good light¬ 
ing goes without saying. 

Of course, it is sensi¬ 
ble and indeed essential, 
for anyone using the 
roads to have the best 
available technology to 
ensure that they can see 
and, perhaps even more 
importantly, to be seen. 

Reflective clothing 
and the latest LED lights 
go a long way towards 
ensuring that cyclists and 
pedestrians can be readi¬ 
ly seen at night on unlit 
roads. 

In fact, it can be safer 
cycling at night (in good 
weather) because all 
road users can see each 
other more effectively in 
these circumstances. 

In my experience, the 
use of LED front head¬ 
lights on bicycles often 
results in more consider¬ 
ate behaviour from 
oncoming motorists, per¬ 
haps because they per¬ 
ceive the bright light to 
be coming from another 
motor vehicle. 

I reiterate that the use 
of many lanes IS imprac¬ 
tical for leisure cycling 
and particularly commut¬ 
ing. Arriving to work 
wet, or late because of a 
puncture would not have 
gone down well with my 


employers. When 
cycling on a bus route, at 
least there is the possi¬ 
bility of catching the bus 
in the event of a break¬ 
down. 

Many of the minor 
routes which are being 
advocated are quite 
busy; indeed, the unclas¬ 
sified road that I used to 
cycle from Llantwit to 
Bridgend a half century 
ago, can hardly be 
described as traffic-free 
now, as it once used to 
be. 

In my experience, if a 
country lane is good 
enough for cycling, it is 
certain that it will also 
be well-used by motor 
vehicles. 

Regarding Kevlar- 
reinforced tyres, I have 
used these for 15 years 
but I still get occasional 
punctures from 
thorns/hedge cuttings in 
the side wall, as this part 
of the tyre is not protect¬ 
ed by Kevlar. 

As a point of fact, 
these tyres are not just ‘a 
bit more expensive’ they 
are two-to-three times 
the cost, and wear out 
more quickly than con¬ 
ventional ones. 

Finally, and speaking 
as a motorist of almost 
50 years, it is a fact that 
many would-be cyclists 
are frightened to use 
public roads at all; but to 
be intimidated in this 
way just reinforces the 
view that the roads are 
for the exclusive use of 
motorists. 

This then becomes a 
self-fulfilling philoso¬ 
phy.

‘TRAFFIC LIGHTS ARE 
SAFER ALL ROUND’ 


L iving near and 
using the A48 road, 
both as a motorist 
and as a pedestrian, I fully 
support the use of traffic 
lights on both the Ewenny 
and Waterton round¬ 
abouts. 

With the lights at Waterton 
switched off, the pedestrian 
lights built into the system 


failed to give walkers any pro¬ 
tection in crossing four lanes of 
traffic on a very busy road, 
which often came faster from its 
unimpeded flow. 

People do walk to out-of- 
town retail sites and their safety 
must be recognised. 

Secondly, the lights at these 
two roundabouts serve also to 
pulse the traffic flows, leaving 
small gaps in the flow. 


This makes it easier and 
safer to access or leave the A48 
at uncontrolled points, making 
if beneficial to pedestrians and 
motorists alike. 

At certain times, traffic does 
build up at these lights, but for 
the majority of the day these 
lights cause very little delay. 

Perhaps a little more patience 
is required.

Is Bridgend hot-bed 
of binge-drinking for 
local young people? 


ONE story that 
appears regularly in 
the media is the 
extent of the drink¬ 
ing culture among 
young people. 

How does it affect 
them? And how does it 
affect the atmosphere in 
a town that may have 
such a reputation? 

It is the sort of story 
where you can predict 
the coverage with 100 
per cent accuracy. 
Photographers are sent 
out with the simple 
instruction: “Bring 

back a photo of a girl in 
a mini-skirt passed out 
in the gutter”. 

Oddly enough, they 
always seem to find one 
in Newcastle! 

However, closer to 
home, it has to be 
acknowledged that 
Bridgend has had, in 
recent years, that sort of 
reputation. One police 
officer, in an off-the- 
record remark, 

described the town as 
“The cheapest place to 
get out of your head in 
the area”. 

In recent years, there 
have been a number of 
initiatives, with Street 
Pastors on the streets 
and police trying differ¬ 
ent methods of keeping 
order.

He went in with a 
group of his male 
friends and reported the 
“town was quite quief\ 

I asked him how 
much he had to drink 
and he told me that he 
had “three pints of lager 
and six vodka red bulls” 
over the course of the 
evening. 

He also noticed that 
there seemed to be more 
males than females out 


in Bridgend that night. 

I then asked a 25- 
year-old what his expe¬ 
rience of Bridgend on 
New Year’s Eve was 
like. He said that he 
“...hadn’t intended to go 
into town that long, but 
when it picked up at 
about 11pm, it was 
worth staying. 1 only 
had two pints, though!” 

This comment sug¬ 
gested some unspoken 
expectation of young 
people to drink a lot on 
New Year’s Eve. He 
told me that he thought 
“...boys and girls drink 
about the same at my 
age, but 1 reckon that 
younger people drink 
more, especially the 
girls. ” 

He thought that males 
were “more casual with 
their drink”, compared 
to females. 

I then spoke to a 19- 
year-old girl who had 
gone to Bridgend that 
night with a group of 
her female friends. Like 
the 20-year-old male, 
she also went to 
Bridgend because it was 
the cheapest option. 

She said that the 
drinks were cheap in 
places such as Cody’s 
and Tuskers. 

When I asked her 
what she drank she 
paused before replying: 
“Four shots of sambuca, 
two apple sours, one 
strawberry milkshake 
shot.... Um, two bottles 


of orange VK and two 
double vodka lemonade 
and limes.” 

Despite the vast array 
of drinks she had, she 
said that at the end of 
the night “1 was all 
right. 1 wasn’t drunk 
and 1 wasn’t sober”. 

I then asked her what 
she thought about the 
drinking habits of males 
and females on such a 
night. 

She said: “It’s about 
the same. Girls drink 
just as much as boys, if 
not more sometimes; 
whereas girls drink 
shorts, boys normally 
drink pints though.’ 

It seemed that 
females do indeed drink 
more than males. As a 
young woman myself, I 
know it can be easy to 
get carried away with 
drink, especially if they 
are cheap. 

It was clear to see, 
however, that Bridgend 
did not witness any out¬ 
landish behaviour; there 
were no fights or people 
passing out in gutters. 

I think the severity 
of young people binge¬ 
drinking has been 
slightly over-exaggerat¬ 
ed, proven at least by 
the Bridgend area. 

The town centre 
offered a fun and 
relaxed atmosphere for 
young people to wel¬ 
come in the New Year.

The recommendation 
went before a panel of 
elected members - 
consisting of deputy 
leader Dave Sage; 
independent council¬ 
lor Don Brett and 
Labour member 
Marlene Thomas. 

They approved the 
recommendation that 
the post be scrapped 
and that Mr Moss be 
offered redundancy. 

He could have 
appealed, but has cho¬ 
sen not to and has gone 
by voluntary agreement. 

No details of the 
redundancy package 
have been made public, 
and it is understood that 
the final details are still 
being thrashed out. 

In a statement 
released to the press on 
Tuesday, the council 
said that Gareth Moss 
had “taken the opportu¬ 
nity of voluntary redun¬ 


dancy to move his 
career on as a result of 
the deletion of his post'" 

Jo Farrar said that the 
council was constantly 
looking at every area to 
bring about greater effi¬ 
ciencies, and she said 
she was confident that 
this was the right way 
forward for both the 
corporate management 
board and the council. 

But she added: “We 
will undoubtedly miss 
Gareth’s input and pro¬ 
fessional expertise. 

“I am very grateful 
for the way he has 
helped shape the 
resources directorate, 
and for his contribution 
to the wider council.” 

Council leader Mel 
Nott also paid tribute 
and said that he had val¬ 
ued Gareth Moss for his 
contribution and advice 
in the 18 months since 
he became leader. 

He added: “We wish 
him every success for 
the future.” 


But backbench mem¬ 
bers of the council con¬ 
tacted by The GEM on 
Tuesday were complete¬ 
ly in the dark about this 
move. None knew what 
was happening. 

Coun Bob Burns, 
chairman of the corpo¬ 
rate resources scrutiny 
committee, confirmed 
that he had not been 
consulted or informed. 

He said: “But the 
transformation process 
is a continual one and 
the fact that they have 
reviewed the top level 
of management is not a 
surprise. This was all 
about functions and not 
personalities.” 

Coun Burns said that 
the actual procedure 
which was used was 
approved by the full 
council last year, and 
there was involvement 
by elected members. 

As chair of scrutiny, 
he has no worries about 
the process. 

He said: “It is regret¬ 


table when able people 
leave but we still have 
able people left. 

“Local government 
faces enormous pres¬ 
sures and while the 
economy is not grow¬ 
ing, these pressures will 
become extreme. 

“We are faced with 
saving £8 million in two 
years, although this year 
will not be the hardest 
year - they will come 
later.” 

The departure of Mr 
Moss means that 
women hold all the top 
corporate directorships 
within the authority, 
including the post of 
chief executive. 

Mr Moss was 
appointed in 2007 by 
the Rainbow Alliance 
cabinet. He came to 
Bridgend from East 
Staffordshire Council. 

We understand that 
Mr Moss is making no 
comment to the press. 


Operations are cancelled at 
Princess of Wales Hospital 


OPERATIONS 
have been cancelled 
at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend this 
week, as managers 
struggled to cope 
with the demand 
for beds.

He now works as a 
landscaper at 
Groundwork and is 
involved with a number 
of local school and com¬ 
munity projects in the 
Bridgend area. 


GEM, a spokesman for 
the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg Health 
Board said that the hos¬ 
pital had been busy, 
with elderly patients 
admitted with complex 
medical needs, and it 
was also coping with a 
25 per cent increase in 
people attending A & E 
as a result of the cold 


“Being unemployed 
used to get me down. 

It’s great to be back in 
work and put things 
back in the community 
too.

“There was an instant 
spark with Paul when we 
interviewed him, and 
Lyndon’s a great lad, 
with a good attitude 
towards work. 

“They’re already both 
fitting in very well with 
the Groundwork team 
and our projects.” 


weather. The hospital 
had opened additional 
beds to try to limit the 
impaet of the extra 
emergeney eases, but 
very sick patients need 
longer stays as in¬ 
patients - and this has 
had an impact on the 
flow of patients in and 
out of the hospital. 

The statement adds: 
“Unfortunately, due to 
the sheer number of 
emergency cases, we 
have also caneelled 
some eleetive eases. 

“Patients who have 
their surgery cancelled 
will be offered an alter¬ 
native appointment but 
we understand that any 
patients would find a 
eancellation disap¬ 
pointing. 

“Our staff have been 
magnificent during this 
busy period and eontin- 
ue to work hard to 
ensure as little impact 
as possible.” 

However, a nurse at 
the hospital, who does 
not want to be named, 
said that there had been 
a lot of caneellations of 
operations where 


patients require to stay 
afterwards as in¬ 
patients. 

She said that on 
Tuesday, almost all the 
beds in the gynaecolo¬ 
gy ward were oceupied 
by either orthopaedic or 
medical patients. 

She eommented that 
the reeent elosure of 
Ward 3, with the loss of 
28 beds, had made it 
more diffieult for the 
hospital to eope. 

The hospital state¬ 
ment pointed out that 
while the number of 
gynaeeology patients 
had fluetuated between 
three and five, a num¬ 
ber of these patients 
had been treated at the 
short stay unit for elini- 
cal proeedures, includ¬ 
ing gynaecology, to 
reduce the impact of the 
cancellation of opera¬ 
tions. 

Research carried out 
recently has revealed 
that the Bridgend area 
now has 200fewer hos¬ 
pital beds than it did in 
1985. 


Hunt for raiders

Bridgend will honour the 
millions of Jews who were 
massacred in death camps 


Holocaust 
Memorial Day 
BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council will 
mark Holocaust 
Memorial Day in the 
main council chamber 
at the Civic Offices 
tomorrow (Friday, 
January 22). 

The theme is ‘Legacy 
of Hope’ and the event 
will be attended by 
Renate Collins, who 
escaped from Prague on 
the last Kindertransport 
(Children’s Transport). 

This was the informal 
name of a rescue effort 
that brought thousands 
of Jewish refugee chil¬ 
dren to Britain from 
Nazi Germany between 
1938 and 1940. 

The British authorities 
had agreed to permit 
some children under the 
age of 17 to come to 
here. 

The first 

Kindertransport arrived 
at Harwich on December 
2, 1938, with 200 chil¬ 
dren from a Jewish 
orphanage in Berlin. 

Renate Collins grew 
up in south Wales and 
tragically, she lost all but 
one of her family in the 
Nazi death camps. 

She will be discussing 
her observations and 
memories, and then tak¬ 
ing part in a question 
and answer session with 
representatives from 
local schools. 

There will also be a 
special reading by a 
childhood friend of a 
poem written by her late 
husband about her moth- 
r. 

A number of people 
will represent various 
sections of the commu¬ 
nity; two teenagers will 
act as master of cere¬ 
monies and there will be 
a musical session with 
harpists from the school 
music service. 

The event will include 
the traditional lighting of 
a Remembrance candle 
and the reading of the 
'Seven Statements of 
Commitment'. 

From 1938 onwards, 
the Nazis set up concen¬ 
tration camps and from 
the start of the Second 
World War these became 
sites for the mass murder 
of groups the Nazis con¬ 
sidered to be racially

inferior. Several hundred 
Dutch Jews were sent to 
Mauthausen in February 
1941, in retaliation for a 
Dutch transit strike 
protesting against the 
persecution of Jews in 
the Netherlands. 

On arrival at the 
camp, within a few days 
they had all been execut¬ 
ed. 

Thousands of Jews 
were worked to death 
under the policy of 
‘Annihilation through 
Work’, during which 
they were starved and 
when unable to carry on 
working were dispatched 
to the gas chambers. 

When I was a young 
lad, Pathe news showed 
pictures of prisoners 
being released from 
Belsen camp, the horror 
of which is still 
impressed on my mind. 

There were 40,000 
prisoners at the camp in 
April 1945, and Belsen 
was the first camp 
entered by the Allies. 

The Allied soldiers were 
deeply affected by the 
sight of atrocities carried 
out on the prisoners. 

During the Holocaust, 
it was estimated that 11 
million people were 
killed, six million of 
whom were Jews - 
approximately two thirds 
of all Jews living in 
Europe. 

The Nazis built six 
extermination camps - 
Chelmo, Belzec, 

Sobibor, Treblinka, 
Auschwitz and 
Majdanek. Auschwitz 
was the largest of these 
camps and it is believed 
that one million people 
were killed there.

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How much land 
in the area does 
Bosch Hrm own? 


I by PHILIP IRWIN and TIM CHAPMAN | 


MYSTERY sur- 
rounds the status of 
land around 

Miskin, which 
includes the 29 
acres of the Bosch 
plant - and a fur¬ 
ther 135 acres 
besides. 

A former chairman of 
the Vale Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee believes 
that Bosch still own that 
land. 

In addition, he says 
that the land was the sub¬ 
ject of “mind-boggling” 
and “priceless” planning 
permission. 

Mr Tony Williams, the 
former deputy leader of 
the Vale Council, and a 
long-serving chairman of 
the planning committee, 
told The GEM: “Vale res¬ 
idents found the Bosch 
saga to be dubious and 
disquieting from the out¬ 
set. 

“A vast area of coun¬ 
tryside was granted plan¬ 
ning permission when 
the former South 
Glamorgan County 
Council intervened - 
although it was the Vale 
Council that would nor¬ 
mally have had planning 
jurisdiction.”. 

“Although their entire 
factory site required only 
29 acres. South 
Glamorgan granted 
approval on 164 acres! 
Bosch then purchased the 


entire 164 acres,” he 
recalled 

Mr Williams said his 
thoughts were with the 
workers who were about 
to lose their jobs, but 
wondered how they 
would feel when they 
discovered the company 
had a golden legacy of its 
own. 

“Naturally, we all 
extend our sympathy to 
the Bosch workers, but 
how must they feel now, 
facing a bleak and uncer¬ 
tain future, when they see 
the company which is 
abandoning them walk¬ 
ing off with priceless 
planning permission on 
164 acres of the country¬ 
side. That’s multi-nation¬ 
als for you!” 

He added: “Despite 
trousering millions from 
the public purse and 
accepting major induce¬ 
ments, Bosch is closing 
down its ‘flagship’ devel¬ 
opment in the Vale. 

“Although it can be 
argued that some 20 
years of skilled, well- 
paid jobs have resulted, 
the salutary lesson here 
is, that the lure of low- 
wage economies is irre¬ 
sistible to multi-nation¬ 
als, regardless of the ini¬ 
tial long-term promises 
made.” 

A Welsh Assembly 
Government spokesper¬ 
son told The GEM : 
“This is not a matter on 


which we can possibly 
comment, as the allega¬ 
tions refer to a time 
before the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
even existed. Questions 
on planning permission 
should be directed to the 
local authority responsi¬ 
ble. 

“We are currently 
focusing all our efforts 
on helping the workers of 
Bosch through this diffi¬ 
cult time, and assisting 
them to find new jobs or 
gain new skills so they 
can start alternative 
careers.” 

The GEM also 
approached the Vale 
Council and Rhondda 
Cynon Taf Council, but 
at the time of going to 
press, no response had 
been received. 

A Bosch spokes¬ 
woman said: “Bosch 
dealt with the owner 
directly and purchased 
the land at market value. 

“Therefore, it is not 
possible to comment on 
actions taken by the 
South Glamorgan 

County Council in 
respect to this, as we 
were not involved.” 

• The GEM asked if 
Bosch still owned the 
land, but we were 
informed that an answer 
could not be given before 
we went to press.

HM Revenue and 
Customs has 

announced that it 
intends to close 10 
offices in Wales 
(and 130 in total 
across the UK) 
including the 

Bridgend office in 
Tremains House. 

The 28 staff have 
fought long hard battles 
in the past to save the 
office from closure, 
when it was located in 
Wyndham Street. 

In all, 1,700 jobs will 
go, including 325 in 
Wales. 

Civil Service unions 
have condemned the 


decision at a time of 
recession. Wales will be 
hit harder than other 
areas because it is more 
dependent on public 
sector jobs than the UK 
as a whole. 

Staff have been given 
until February 8 to 
decide whether to 
accept voluntary or 
compulsory redundan¬ 
cy, or try to hang on in 
case they can be rede¬ 
ployed. 

Marianne Owens, 
spokesman for the PCS 
union in Wales, said 
that the closures were 
first announced several 
years ago as part of effi¬ 
ciency savings intended 
to deliver 25,000 job 


cuts in HMRC. 
Thousands of jobs have 
already gone. 

The office closures 
are expected to cost the 
government £100m. 

She said: “Given the 
very limited opportuni¬ 
ties for redeployment 
for most of those affect¬ 
ed, there is little real 
choice here. 

“Staff are being 
asked to jump before 
they are pushed.” 

She said that the gov¬ 
ernment should be 
investing in staff and 
offices to recoup the 
estimated £130 billion 
tax revenue lost to tax 
evasion and avoidance 
each year. 


Decision time imminent 
for Maesteg swimmers 


THE future of 
Maesteg swimming 
pool could be set¬ 
tled within weeks. 

A report is being pre¬ 
pared for the next 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) cabinet meeting 
in Febmary about the 
position of the pool, 
which needs repairs esti¬ 
mated to cost £674,000 
over the next five years. 

The main areas of 
concern are the mechan¬ 
ical and electrical equip¬ 
ment, including the fil¬ 
tration plant. 


A briefing paper was 
prepared for members 
before Christmas, which 
outlined three options 
for the pool, which was 
built originally in the 
1930s as an open air 
pool and then covered 
over in the 1960s. These 
include: 

• To refurbish the 
existing pool at a cost of 
£1.2m 

• To demolish and 
rebuild on the same site 
at a cost of £2.7m 

• To demolish and 
rebuild on an alternative 
site at a cost of £2.8m 
plus fees. 


These options have 
not yet been considered 
by the cabinet. 

In the meantime, 
Maesteg Town Council 
has set aside £35,000 in 
its budget to make a 
contribution to the costs 
of any works that may 
be carried out if they are 
asked to provide some of 
the finance.

Could Ynysawdre care home 
be base for dementia services? 


GLAN-YR-AFON resi¬ 
dential care home at 
Ynysawdre could become 
a base for people suffer¬ 
ing from dementia in 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

The cabinet of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has received a report 
about developments of services 
for people diagnosed with 
dementia. 

The council has been work¬ 
ing with the Abertawe Bro 
Morganwg health board to 
develop more effective services 
for people with dementia and 
their families. 

The number of people of 
retirement age in Wales is 
expected to rise by 11 per cent 


over the next 20 years, com¬ 
pared to a population increase 
of three per cent. 

The number of those aged 85 
and over is also expected to rise 
by more than a third during this 
time. 

People are also choosing to 
live in their own homes for 
longer and will need a broader 
range of services. 

The number of people with 
dementia is also expected to rise 
by 38 per cent over the next 15 
years. 

Funding of £500,000 has 
been received from the Welsh 
Assembly Government to 
develop a new service for peo¬ 
ple with dementia, and for older 
people with a mental illness. 
This new service, being imple¬ 
mented at the moment, consists 
of three elements: 


# A team will provide a men¬ 
tal health liaison service to all 
acute wards at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. The team will 
help with safe discharges based 
on assessment and care plan¬ 
ning. This service is due to start 
in April. It will include a full 
time psychiatrist, an occupa¬ 
tional therapist, community 
psychiatric nurse, part time psy¬ 
chologist, social worker and 
administrator. 

# Reablement Service - this 
provides support at home for 
people with dementia. At the 
moment, the service helps 106 
people with dementia by pro¬ 
viding more than 800 hours of 
help each week. 

# There will also be a ‘sup¬ 
port and stay’ intensive support 
team to help people with 
dementia at home and it will 


include two psychiatric nurses 
and health care assistants. 

The council and health board 
are also seeking to provide spe¬ 
cialist dementia accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Talks have been held about 
how to use Glan-yr-Afon. 
Proposals include remodelling 
the site to provide high quality 
accommodation with clusters of 
four to eight rooms with a cen¬ 
tral lounge, dining room and 
kitchen where residents can 
socialise. 

Each wing of the complex 
can be used independently of 
each other. 

Various options are under 
consideration at the moment but 
no decisions have been made. 

A further report will be made 
to cabinet later.

Ultimately, the firm has 
made up its mind to go, 
which is a hammer blow 
for the workforce.” 

The president of 
Bosch’s starter motors 
and generator (SG) divi¬ 
sion, Mr Stefan 
Asenkerschbaumer, said: 
“I deeply regret that we 
could not find a solution 
for the Cardiff plant. I 
have spent time in a pre¬ 
vious role as plant man¬ 
ager in Cardiff and I 
know first-hand the dedi¬ 
cation and commitment 
of the employees here. 

“Therefore, this is for 
me personally one of the 
toughest decisions in my 
career. However, with 


my responsibility for the 
whole starter motors and 
generators division, the 
economic situation in the 
market leaves me no 
other choice. 

“Without structural 
adjustment, the long¬ 
term commercial future 
of the whole division is 
at serious risk. I am

Two councils 
freeze their 
precepts 

TWO of the major towns within 
Bridgend county borough have 
decided to freeze their precept at 
last year’s level. 

Maesteg Town Council has decided to 
keep its precept at £50 a year for Band D 

- which was the highest in the county 
borough last year. 

This will produce an income of 
£269,333 for the new financial year. 

The council decided at its finance 
meeting to set aside £35,000 to help pay 
for essential repairs needed to Maesteg 
swimming pool, if it is asked to contribute 
by the borough council. 

The Bridgend town council precept 
will also be frozen at £36.22p at Band D 

- which gives the council an income of 

£ 200 , 000 . 

Council leader David Unwin said that 
this was the fourth consecutive year that 
the precept has been frozen. 

“We see no need for an increase, but 
we will still have a progressive budget,” 
he said.

Having delivered two 
assured directorial offer¬ 
ings with these films, 
Reitman’s third film has 
attracted a similar level 
of praise Stateside, with 
award murmurings com¬ 
ing thick and fast. 

Up In The Air tells 
the story of Ryan 
Bingham (George 
Clooney), a ‘downsizer’ 
whose job is to travel 
around the country 
telling people they have 
been fired. 

When his company 
hires a young woman 
(Anna Kendrick) who 
believes they can do 
this via video-confer¬ 
encing, Ryan takes her 
on one of his trips in an 
attempt to show her the 
error of her ways; but 
seeing his life through 
someone else’s eyes 
soon makes Ryan 
reassess his lifestyle - 
particularly when he 
meets Alex (Vera 
Farmiga), a woman 
whose lifestyle is the 
female equivalent of 
Ryan’s... 

George Clooney is in 
a rich vein of form right 
now. The former Dr 
Doug Ross has shown 
his versatility and acting 
nous in such highly 
praised, and diverse, fare 
as The Men Who Stare 
At Goats and Fantastic 
Mr Fox and lighting up 
the otherwise muddled 
Burn After Reading. 

Yet for all his good 
work in these films, it 
may be Up In The Air 
that will be looked on as 
Clooney’s finest hour in 
years to come, for the 
star offers a performance 
full of charm, charisma, 
pathos and emotion. 

It not only highlights 
just how skilled an actor 
the two-time ‘world’s 
sexiest male’ can be, but 
also heads up an impres¬ 
sive cast that makes Up 
In The Air an incredible 
fdm. 

It seems little surprise 
that Clooney has such a 
ball playing the charac¬ 
ter of Bingham, given 
there are more than a 
few parallels between 
character and actor. 

However, he deserves 
credit for not merely 
offering up some light 
performance. Beneath 
the veneer of cool and 
charm, there’s a degree 
of longing for a life not 
spent in the air that 
grows larger as the film 
progresses. 

The character of 


Bingham is one closeted 
from the troubles of real 
life - there are no rela¬ 
tionships he feels the 
need to maintain, no 
need to involve himself 
too closely in the situa¬ 
tions of others (in one 
telling exchange his sis¬ 
ter tells him he is ‘invis¬ 
ible’ to her). 

Clooney’s turn mines 
real emotion from a man 
whose ideal of being an 
island starts to wither 
away as he meets people 
who can see beyond his 
exterior. 

These characters who 
start to make him see the 
other way of life are 
superbly inhabited by 
Anna Kendrick and Vera 
Farmiga. 

The former casts 
away the limitations of 
the Twilight franchise to 
show her acting ability, 
holding her own with 
Clooney and offering a 
turn of depth and char¬ 
acter where she could 
have been merely a 
lightly sketched cipher. 

She brings real verve 
to her character, as does 
Farmiga, whose charac¬ 
ter’s affinity for air trav¬ 
el and its perks make her 
a mirror of Ryan. 

Sharing a wonderful 
playful chemistry with 
Clooney, Farmiga, along 
with Kendrick, make a 
perfect foil for Clooney, 
while still offering 
enough substance in 


their own performances 
to hold their own. 

Having taken on co¬ 
writing duties along with 
Sheldon Turner, Jason 
Reitman doesn’t run the 
risk of spreading himself 
too thinly by offering 
another assured directo¬ 
rial outing and a script 
that is tight and strong. 

Giving the film the 
sheen of the numerous 
airport lounges Ryan 
visits, Reitman’s direc¬ 
tion is understated yet 
conveys beautifully the 
nuances of the script and 
the characterisation. 

That he manages to 
makes Bingham’s exis¬ 
tence seem both wonder¬ 
fully disengaged from 
society and horribly 
closed off from the real 
world shows that 
Reitman isn’t overly 
keen to brandish judge¬ 
ment on the character 
and his life, something 
the script reinforces. 

Instead, rather than 
lay on heavy handed 
redemption for the char¬ 
acter, Reitman and 
Turner allow the narra¬ 
tive to feel realistic and 
unforced, leading to a 
climax that doesn’t see 
the pair tie up their end¬ 
ing in bows. 

While the film tries a 
touch too hard to 
emphasise the notion of 
unemployment and los¬ 
ing your job being a 
hardship (the use of real

people in segments 
where Ryan informs 
them they are being let 
go is superfluous), it 
doesn’t detract from 
what is overall a smartly 
made and funny film, 
and another huge suc¬ 
cess for both Clooney 
and Reitman; Up In The 
Air certainly does man¬ 
age to fly high! 

VERDICT-An 
incredible lead turn from 
George Clooney heads 
up a wonderful film, as 
Up In The Air is a fdm 
well worth seeing. 

Jason Reitman’s 
assured and confident 
direction, coupled with 
strong performances 
across the board make 
this intelligent yet 
breezy film truly superb. 
Highly recommended.

“Not only will his 
quality be an asset on 
the pitch, hopefully, he 
will be able to nurture 
the development of the 
youngsters.”
